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CLASS  HISTORY

The  attendants  for  the  1950-51  basketball  queen 
were  Eleanor  Gehlhausen  and  Esther  Bartley. 

At  the  end  of  the  school  year  we  took  a  class  trip 
to  Wyandotte  Cave. 

The  next  September  we  were  jolly  juniors  and  in 
our  last  half  of  high  school.  Mrs.  Frances  Weaver  was 
our  class  sponsor  an,d  Eleanor  Gehlhausen,  Jim  Weis¬ 
heit,  Jeanie  Murray,  and  Tom  Hoffman  were  our 
officers. 

The  senior  class  took  us  to  a  movie  at  the  Drive  In. 
After  the  movie  we  had  lunch  at  Yaggie’s  restaurant. 

In  November  our  class  sponsored  a  stocking  foot 
dance  in  the  gym. 

The  class  sold  magazines  to  raise  money  for  the 
Junior-Senior  Prom. 

Attendants  for  the  queen’s  court  were  Gladys  Ragle 
and  Helen  Sermersheim. 

Then  an  important  event  took  place,  an  event  we 
had  long  looked  forward  to — our  first  class  play. 


We  presented  a  three  act  comedy  play  entitled 
“The  Atomic  Blonde”  with  Mrs.  Weaver  as  our  di¬ 
rector. 

The  Junior-Senior  Prom  was  held  at  the  American 
Legion  Home  on  April  22,  1952.  The  king  and  queen 
were  Leland  Durcholz  and  Marita  Gress. 

We  had  a  party  and  took  a  class  trip  to  Spring  Mill 
on  the  last  day  of  school. 

Then  came  our  final  and  most  important  year  of 
high  school — our  senior  year.  Mr.  Earl  Buechler  was 
our  class  sponsor  and  Tom  Hoffman,  Mary  Bonifer, 
Lucille  Weisheit,  and  Junie  Himsel  were  our  class 
officers. 

We  gave  a  drive-in  party  for  the  juniors.  After  the 
movie  we  all  had  lunch  at  Sakel’s  Drive  In. 

“Cornin’  Round  the  Mountain”  was  the  title  of 
our  senior  play,  which  was  given  on  October  15  and 
16.  The  director  of  the  three-act  hillbilly  play  was 
Mr.  Buechler.

Some  of  the  things  which  the  senior  class 
sponsored  during  the  year  were  a  leap  year  dance;  a 
bake  sale;  a  stocking-foot  dance;  and  the  Christmas 
Party.

At  the  Irishite  meeting  held  at  the  editor’s  home, 
Jeanie  Murray’s  mother  served  a  delicious  chicken 
dinner. 

All  of  our  work  was  done  with  a  purpose  in  mind. 
On  April  26,  we  left  on  a  wonderful  trip  to  Washington, 
D.  C.  and  New  York  City.  On  Sunday  May  3,  when 
wre  stepped  off  the  B  &  O  car  our  senior  year  and  high 
school  days  were  past.
